3. Specific Details on what the resolution will authorize:

The original bonding resolution was completed in 2021. Since then prices and uncertainty in the bid market
have lead to the need to increase the available bonding capacity for this project. The design also came more
into focus with a dryer facility being added, concrete tanks being favored over steel tanks, and other equipment
decisions which led to this increase in total project cost. These decisions were based on providing the most
operational flexibility and value over the life of the equipment while ensuring overall costs remain close to
SCSD's current expenditure on disposing of biosolids.

The expectation, based on a multitude of factors including; future renewable biogas value, future costs to
transport and dispose of biosolids, future market interest rates for borrowing, and future equipment costs, is
that the annual cost of this project will be equal to or less than the costs of biosolids disposal via SCSD's
current method, while also gaining a tangible asset. Currently SCSD spends $3.5M per year to transport and
dispose of biosolids, and this cost is only expected to increase over time.

This project went through the full long form assessment already, and was found to be a negative deceleration.
1 did not include all of that back-up due to size. The expected increase to average user is $6.67 per year
conservatively - the goal is $0 over the life of the project.

The original bonding resolution was completed in 2021. Since then prices and uncertainty in the
bid market have lead to the need to increase the available bonding cpacity for this project. The
design also came more into focus with a dryer facility being added, concrete tanks being
favored over steel tanks, and other equipment decisions which led to this increase in total
project cost. These decisions were based on providing the most operational flexibility and value
over the life of the equipment while ensuring overall costs reamain close to SCSD's current
expenditure on disposing of biosolids.

The expectation, based on a multitude of factors including; future renewable biogas value,
future costs to transport and dispose of biosolids, future market interest rates for borrowing, and
future equipment costs, is that the annual cost of this project will be equal to or less than the
costs of biosolids disposal via SCSD's current method, while also gaining a tangible asset.
Currently SCSD spends $3.5M per year to transport and dispose of biosolids, and this cost is
only expected to increase over time.

AGREEMENT

THIS AGREEMENT ( “Agreement”) is entered into as of the __ day of April, 2023 (the
“Effective Date”) by and between LUTHER FOREST TECHNOLOGY CAMPUS ECONOMIC
DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION, a New York not-for-profit corporation whose address is 519
Broadway, Saratoga Springs, New York 12866 (“Assignor”), GLOBALFOUNDRIES
INNOVATION LLC, a Delaware limited liability company whose address is 400 Stonebreak Road
Extension, Malta, New York 12020 (*Assignee”), the COUNTY OF SARATOGA, a municipal
corporation whose address is 40 McMaster Street, Ballston Spa, New York 12020 (the “County”)
and the TOWN OF MALTA, a municipal corporation whose address is 2540 Route 9, Malta, New
York 12020 (the “Town”) (Assignor, Assignee, County and Town are sometimes hereinafter
collectively referred to as the “Parties” and individually as a “Party.”)

WITNESSETH:

WHEREAS, Assignor is the current owner of +/- 802.73 acres of land (the “Real Property”)
within the Luther Forest Technology Campus in the Towns of Malta and Stillwater (the
“Campus”); and

WHEREAS, Assignor and the Town entered into an Agreement dated February 4, 2008
regarding the transfer of certain land within the Campus from Assignor to the Town and the
construction by the Town of certain roads (therein referred to as “Interior Roads”) within the Town
in connection with the initial development of the Campus, which Agreement was amended by way
of a First Amendment to Agreement dated April 27, 2009 (together, the “2008 Agreement”); and

WHEREAS, Assignor, the Town and the County entered into an Agreement dated
December 30, 2015 pursuant to which the Interior Roads and the 2015 Connector Road within the
Campus (together, the “Roads”), along with related appurtenances (excluding wetland mitigation
areas), were transferred by the Town to the County, all as further described therein (the “2015
Three-Party Agreement”); and

WHEREAS, Assignor and the County entered into an Agreement dated December 30, 2015
pursuant to which the County agreed to maintain the Roads and the Assignor agreed to maintain
non-standard features of the Roads, all as further described therein (the “2015 County Road
Agreement”); and

WHEREAS, Assignor is selling the Real Property to Assignee pursuant to a Purchase and
Sale Agreement made by and between Assignor and GlobalFoundries U.S. Inc. effective as of May
2, 2022, as was subsequently amended, pursuant to which the right, title and interest of
GlobalFoundries U.S. Inc. was assigned to Assignee; and

WHEREAS, a deed of conveyance to the Real Property of even date herewith is being
given by Assignor to Assignee and is being recorded in the Saratoga County Clerk’s Office; and

WHEREAS, the Parties now enter into this Agreement in order for (i) Assignor, the Town
and the County to amend the 2015 Three-Party Agreement, (ii) Assignor to assign its right, title
and interest to the 2015 Three-Party Agreement, as amended hereby, to Assignee, who will assume

the obligations of Assignor thereunder, all in accordance herewith (iii) Assignor, Assignee and the
Town to acknowledge that Assignee is not taking an assignment of the 2008 Agreement, nor
assuming the obligations of Assignor thereunder and (iv) the Parties to acknowledge that the 2015
County Road Agreement will be assigned from Assignor to Assignee, with the consent of the
County, by way of separate instrument; and

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the foregoing recitals and the mutual agreements
and covenants herein contained, and for other good and valuable consideration, the receipt and
sufficiency of which are hereby acknowledged, the Parties hereto agree as follows:

1. Amendment to 2015 Three-Party Agreement. The 2015 Three-Party Agreement is
hereby amended by and between Assignor, the County and the Town as follows:

The following is added to Section 3 of the 2015 Three-Party Agreement entitled “Host
Benefit Contribution”: The County and the Town acknowledge that there is no
obligation on the part of Assignee to make any direct monetary payment to either the
County or the Town in the form of a Host Benefit Contribution or Host Benefit Payment
pursuant to Resolutions 199-2015 and 217-2015 of the County Board of Supervisors
or pursuant to any other County resolution. Instead, as and for its Host Benefit
Contribution, the Assignee will perform the obligations of Assignor: (i) as set forth in
the 2015 Three Party Agreement being assigned by Assignor to Assignee hereunder,
as the same is amended by this paragraph 1, and (ii) as set forth in the 2015 County
Road Agreement assigned by Assignor to Assignee by way of an Assignment and
Assumption Agreement dated April 26, 2023 and consented to by the County on April
21, 2023 (“Road Assignment Agreement”).

2. Assignment of 2015 Three-Party Agreement.

I. Assignor hereby assigns and conveys to Assignee for the benefit of Assignee,
its successors and assigns, all of Assignor’s right, title and interest in, to and
under the 2015 Three-Party Agreement, as amended in accordance paragraph 1
of this Agreement (the “Amended 2015 Three-Party Agreement”).

ii. Assignee hereby accepts the assignment and conveyance of the Amended 2015
Three-Party Agreement by Assignor pursuant to paragraph 2(i) above and does
hereby assume, and undertake and agree to hereafter pay, perform and discharge
in accordance with its terms any and all of the liabilities, obligations and
commitments of Assignor relating to the Amended 2015 Three-Party
Agreement (“Obligations”). Assignee shall be responsible for the performance
of Obligations after the transfer of title to the Real Property from Assignor to
Assignee ("Closing™). Assignor shall remain fully responsible and liable for
the performance of any Obligations before Closing.



iii. By their execution of this Agreement, the Town and the County each consent
to the assignment of the Amended 2015 Three-Party Agreement from Assignor
to Assignee, as set forth herein.

3. 2008 Agreement. Assignor, Assignee and the Town hereby acknowledge and agree that
the Assignee is not taking an assignment of the 2008 Agreement nor is Assignee assuming any
obligations of the Assignor thereunder.

4. 2015 County Road Agreement. The Parties acknowledge that Assignor is assigning its
right, title, interest and obligations under the 2015 County Road Agreement to Assignee, with the
consent of the County, by way of the Road Assignment Agreement. This Agreement is in no way
intended to supersede, modify or replace Assignee’s obligations to maintain and upkeep the non-
standard features of the Transferred Roads provided in the 2015 County Road Agreement as
assigned by the Road Assignment Agreement.

5. Benefit of the Agreement. This Agreement shall be binding upon and inure to the benefit
of the Parties hereto and their respective successors and permitted assigns. Nothing in this
Agreement, express or implied, shall confer on any person or entity other than the Parties hereto,
and their respective successors and permitted assigns, any rights, remedies, obligations or
liabilities under or by reason of this Agreement, including any third-party beneficiary rights.
Nothing in this Agreement shall obligate the Town of Malta to construct or sponsor construction
of any road within the Campus.

6. Headings. The headings used in this Agreement are for reference purposes only and shall
not affect in any way the meaning or interpretation of this Agreement.

7. Governing Law. This Agreement shall be governed by and construed and enforced in
accordance with the laws of the State of New York without giving effect to conflict of law
provisions thereof.

8. Counterparts. This Agreement may be executed in counterparts, and each counterpart,
when executed, shall have the effect of a signed original. This Agreement shall be deemed to have
been fully executed when each of the Parties hereto have executed and exchanged counterparts
thereof, which may be accomplished by facsimile, electronic mail or in person in accordance with
the conveniences of the Parties. Executed photocopies of this Agreement, by way of counterparts
or otherwise, shall be as binding as the original.
